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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not considered 
persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Vaman does not convey the methodology of lossless cell transmission. However, several references are 
mentioned in the background of Vaman that indicates that one skilled in the art would be able to practice the invention of Vaman in 
regard to preventing the loss of cells (col. 4, lines 3-8 and 12-14; col. 4, lines 31-33; col. 6, lines 6-8). Vaman also mentions that his 
invention uses alternate paths when a failure occurs (col. 12, lines 1-11; col. 1, lines 14-19 and 30-34). 

Applicant argued that Shaffer is non-analogous art. However, Shaffer suggests ordering messages in a communication system to 
prevent unsequenced messages at delivery after a communications path has been changed (col. 2, lines 47-51). While the system of 
Shaffer is not identical, the concept of sequenced message delivery is the basis of the claim. In response to applicant's argument that 
Shaffer has a different network structure than a publish/subscribe system, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ). 
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
